Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 7, 20-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to Claim 20, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious an optical imaging sensor for receiving luminance information emitted from said 
phosphorescent imaging target and a picker to be positioned based on the received luminance 
information emitted from the phosphorescent imaging target, the picker to retrieve a selected one 
of the storage media units shelf, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 29, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious positioning a picker based on luminance information emitted from the 
phosphorescent target, and retrieving, but the picker, a storage media unit from the shelf, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
